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(n the 9th day of Muy, 1843, Anton Probsat,
the ooto-homteide, landed for che first time i
the United States, at Castle Garden, New York.
Ou the 9th day of May, 1868, oron the third an-
iversary of his landing, by o somewhat singular
comceidence, the felon had read to him the war-
raut for s executior gigned by Andrew U, Cur-
i, the Governur of the jCommonwealth of
Penngylvania,

This mormog Shemm Howell
warrant lor Probst's executon, und lost no
e o hastening to the prison to read the
e to the prisoner, whieh tixes the day ot his
death on Fripay, mag 8th pay or Jusn, 1816,

A 00T A8 the wirrint was reoelved, Soorilr
Howell, Bistriet Atterney Charles Gitping, Deputy
Shertlt Enoch Taylor, and the representutives
of the Polladelplion press, one of whom was a
reporter of Tuig EveNiNg TELearAPH, proveed.d
in n carringe to the privon,

Atter o lew moments spent in consultation
with Mr. Perkins, the keeper of the prison, the
entire visiting purty, accompanied by Mr, Per-
kins, the Catholic confessor, Joseph "R, Chand-
ler, Esq,, prison inspector, and one or two other
ofticia’s, proceeded to Probst's cell, where the
Sheriil, in s delicate o munner as posstble, pro-
cecded o digcharee his olficinl duty,

Prob-t wie tound sitting on his bed with his
Lead against the wall, an 1 clagping his lett knee
with nig elenched bands, A German prayer-
book was at his side, and he appeared as though
Lie had fust been engnged in readiug.

On the entrance of the party Prohst gquoietly
turned bis eyes towards the door, and eyed each
ove as he entered, but did not seem to betray
aus inquisitiveness of disposition,  He appeared
-.zmrt and composed, yet had rather an air of
doe cetion,

The Sherdfl on entering said, “How do yon
feel to-aav, Pronst?” The prisoner answered in
i low tone ol voire **0Oh, 1 jeel pretty well,” and
bent bis eyes on his knee. The prisonar was
toes recipent of a4 lew additionul king
words st the baends of the Sherif,
to  which he paid  but  litle atteaticn,
and  then that official informed m that
he bad received from the Governor the wirrant
tor nis execution. Probst, without changing
position, shightly bowed bis nesd, still keeping
his eves fixed on s kuee,

The Sherift then drew from his pocket the
warrant, and told Probst he would read it to
him, to which the prisoner bowed a slignt
pequiescence, but uttered no word. The Sheriil’
arter remarking that this was the third time he
had hod to perform the same puintul duvy in the
rame cell, proceeded in a clepr and distinet
volee to read the warrsnt,

The prisoner bestowed little attention, except
ut the muin point of the warrant, where the day
tor execution was named, He malutained a stolid
composure, aod did not move 4 muscle of his
tace. At the conclusion of the reading Probst
snnply elanced 1or 8 moment at the Sherdif, but
g0 d not a word,

Tue Bherift, alter he bad finished reading,
exhorted the prisoner to nse the brief spase o
time allorted to him to the best advuntaze tor
his spiritual welfure, and fu return Probstsimply
uttered ap nuintellicivle monosyllabie,

Atter & short eonterence in the cell betwean
Mr, Perkins, the Superintendent, and ithe
Steritf, the party bade Probst good hye and
retired.

During the interview the prisoner said no-
thing, excent in answer Lo a question, when he
etated that he understood the s:ntence. From
the time the Shen and his attendauts entered
the cell until they retired Probst maintained
esactly the same position, only now and then
clineing from one perdon to another.

He was attended this morning by s clergyman
belonging to 8t Philip' Catholic ~ Choreh, who
acted as a reliefl to s principal confessor,
Father Grundther,

His adviser states that Probst informed him, a
short time before the entrance of the Sheriff
with the death warrant, thut he (Probst) had
expressecd bimself quite willing to die, ns the
only itonement he could make tor the terrible
erime he had committad,

The prisoner réquests that 1o persou be here
after ndmitted to his cell, except his spiritual
aoviser., Hedesires vo remain guiet and undis
turbed. He sleeps well av ll’-L’llt-fllu(.'. and tor
the terrible posit'on in which he is plneed, miin-
ta'ne wonderiul equanimicy of mind,

STRANCE ACTION OF AD-
MIRAL NUNEZ.
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New Yonrg, May 8, —The steamshap New York
hins arrived with Asplowall advices of May 2,
She brings the California malls of April 19
Panama advices stce that the news from South
America = unimportant—matters having re-
mained perfectly quier since the bombardment
of Valpurm=o, Al the Spanish fleet, exgept
the Berenguela, had satled for uorthern ports,
Nothing bad been heird of the Huegear nnd
Independencia, and  the Peruvinn sloops Uaion
and America hind eailed towirds the Straits of
Magellan to meet them.

The Danish Consnl-General had sent g note to
the Spanish Admiral, saying that his Govern-
ment  would  bold Bpain  respon-ible for
damage to Danish property fin Valparaiso,
The Admiral refuged to receive the note. The
barque Clara Rogalia had been burned by the
officers of the Berenguela,  Tmunedistely after
the bombardment, the Epglish Minisger was
requested to vaonte the premises ocoupied
by him, und no oue will rent him another
house.  His name hus also been stricken from
the list of members of the Olub de 1a Union.”
Only two lives were lost, nnd eight persons
wounded during the bombardnent, Several
churches were destroved and one hundred and
litty-one Government stores, valued at £500,000,
and upwards of  $500,000 worth of foreign mer-
chandise.  $540,000 will repair all the damaee to
the public edifices, whilst the bulk of the loss
will full on foreleners,
